> Jodge John Scholfieid was born in Clark 
ante, Lilinois, in 1834, His father, Thomas 
Ome, a Pennsylvania Quaker, came to 
e with the pioneers in 1830.

He would not goto Wash- 
ington.even to become Chief Justice. He had 
sufficient courage and self-control to put be 
hind him one of the greatest honors possible 
tor man to obtain. Speaking at that time to 
a correspondent for Tan mn, Judge 
Scholfieia gave tne-following reasons why he 
did not care to be Chief Justice: 

My idea of what a Chief Justice should be is so 
far above my capabilities that I could not aspire 
to such au office even if there was any possibility 
of the place being offered me. Friends in Wash- 
ington—Gen, Black, Gen. Stevenson, Congress- 
man Townsend, and others—have pressed me hard 
to say I would accept the place if the President 
were to tender it to me, but I have repeatedly 
written them that I do not want and could not 
take the position. When Isay No“ I do not 
say it in sense in which candidates for 
political sometimes use the word, but 
with full sincerity and determination. I 
thask.. my. friends, and _ realize that 
thé“ Chief Justiceship of the United States is 
one of the most glittering prizes a man could be 
tempted with, but I have not the courage to as- 
pire to such a position, nor any confidence in my 
ability to meet ite requirements. At any rate, 
my large family, their future and education, re- 
guire that I should remain here. 

My choice for Chief Justice is Melville Fuller. 
Mr. Fuller would adorn the place. He is a fine 
man, a man of scholarly attainments. I would 
rather see him appointed than any one who is 
eligible. There are others to whom my eye turns 
friendly, bat their age is a bar to their usefulness 
in this capacity. Mr. Fuller isa thorough law- 
yer, has a mind broadly cultivated and eminently 
judicial, ahd his purity and integrity are beyond 
question. 
Was Devoted to His Family. 

Mr. Fuller was warmly praised by Judge 
Scholfield in a letter to Washington and was 
soon afterward appointed Chief Justice. 
Judge Scholfield meant what he said when he 
spoke of his family. He was profoundly im- 
pressed with his duty to his wife and children. 
Mr. and Mrs. Scholfield had eight sons and 
two daughters. Four of the sons are grown 
and the daughters are young women. The 
four remaining boys are at school. The 
Judge believed it would be impossible for him 
to support his family in Washington on a 
Chief Justice’s salary. He was not an ad- 
mirer of Washington society, and shuddered 
at the thought of taking his family there. To 
his intimate friends he said that was no place 
for young boys to grow up, or girls, either; 
and that the sons of men holding high places

This Lincoln day is for us, for our teaching, in- 
spiring. strengthening. It is no ordinary holiday, 
but a solemn, earnest time for thought and hope 
and promise. To this day we come as to an an- 
cient shrine; to this great man as to a Moses 
of his people. Our theme is broader 
than biography. Every schoolboy knows 
the dates and deeds of Lincoln. There 
is not a home in the land whose fire- 
light has not illumined for the eye of age and 
childhood the printed pages of his birth, his life, 
his death: the scholar in his philosophy, the man 
of action, the high and low, everywhere the old 
and young know by heart the details of the book 
of this man’s life. The record of his career is the 
common literature of thé country. For twenty- 
five years in all lands gifted speech has proclaimed 
him; the writers of history have recounted his 
events; the pén of poetry has sketched his vir- 
tues. In all theline of leadership Lincoln’s life 
is the great familiar fact in the American mind. 
Thus does he have his tribute from the people. 

We contemplate, for one brief moment, Abra- 
ham Lincoln in the largeness of his attributes; 
his general influence on mankind. This is an old 
contemplation, but it wears like truth: it is never 
threadbare ; it is like a lofty story of morals or 
religion, which constantly assumes a fascinating 
newness for our faith and interest. 

In his mentality he shone in judgment, common 
sense, consistency, persistence, knowledge of men. 


His Words Candid and Frank. 


In his words he was candid and frank, but ac- 
curate and concise, speaking sturdy Anglo-Saxon 
unadorned, powerful in its simplicity, and the 
subdued enthusiasm of earnest thought. 

In his sentiments he was kind and patient and 
brave. Noleader ever more completely combined 
in his personality the graces of gentleness with

u his morals, truth was his star: honest 
vital air of his living. In his religion — A — 
faithful as a saint; Providence was his stay; he 
walked with God. 

As President, his life and declarations were a 
constant sermon. The solemn air which colored 
this man’s career was the pathos of faith. No 
man has lived in high station in America by whom 
the religious fact was more regarded. 

He was more than a politician, as the word is 
used. His plans were based on his convictions of 
the right and his belief in the correctness of men's 
ultimate judgment#,and the conscience of the 
people inspiring them. 

Publicly he was a diplomat, who, with keenest 
analysis, corrected the state papers of a great pre- 
mier; a man of military genius, who changed the 
plans of Generals and successfully modified 
theories of campaigns. In his leadership he 
marched with his people; kept step with his sol- 


he longed for its destruction, and gladly seized 
the legal occasion for making free the four mill- 
ions of American slaves,

Medical Colleges Want to Unite with Dr. 
Harper’s Institution. 

For some months several of the leading 
medical colleges have been discussing the ad- 
visability of a union with the University of 
Chicago, The scheme contemplates the forma- 
tion of a medical university that will become 
world famous. All that is preventing the 
Chicago University from accepting the propo- 
sitions made by representatives of two of the 
leading medical colleges of thecityis the 
lack of funds to properly endow such an insti- 
tution. The amount required is $1,000,000.

ment to efforts now bemg made to secure 
amount. 

The Chicago University is peculiarly fortu- 
nate in its equipment with spperetae library, 
and professors in the direct line ny edical 
instruction. An endowment of 000,000 
would more than equal a $2,000,000 endowment 
independent of that institution. The present 
scheme is not for a consolidation of ali the 
Chicago medical colleges. It is understood to 
include only the Rush Medical and the Physi- 
cians and Surgeons’ Colleges, with perhaps an 
addition of one more later on. 

Dr. Goodspeed. Secretary of the Chicago 
University, discussed fully the proposed con- 
solid ation yesterday. He said there had been 
a conference with several of the leading med- 
ical colleges of the city lookmg towards a 
combination of interests with the Chicago Un- 


versit — . 

1 The university is not prepared to take 
charge of the matter on account of lack of 
sufficient funds for the endowment of such an 
addition, said he. Au effort is being made 
to interest men of large means in the under- 
taking and there is every indication of final 
suceess. The university would like a 
medical school  distinetively of the 
highest grade, greater than any now 
in America. This would make 
Chicago the center of the highest medical 
learning in this country. The university is 
more disposed to unite with medical colleges 
now in existence than to develop an inde- 
pendent one. The purpose would be to ele- 
vate the standard, erdow the department 
liberally, and make one powerful high grade 
medical school, Medical education should be 
endowed if a high standard@ ‘ta 

“The present colleges*are doing 
work, but being compelled to live upon fees 
of students cannot select these students. It is 
the theory of the university that if the work 
can be properly endowed and a school estab- 
lished of the highest rank, it will attract med- 
ical students from all the colleges of the 
United States, and in a short time have a 
larger attendance than any other school of 
medicine. The best instructors in the world 
would be secured.” 

There is no intention of abandoning the 
West Side colleges. The fret two years in 
the course would be at the university, and the 
final studies at the West Side colleges near the 
great hospitals. The scheme would 
simplitied should the proposed hospital near 
the university be built.

THE NEW HOME RULE BILL. 

Mr. Gladstone presented the outlines of his 
second Irish home rule bill in the British 
House of Commons yesterday in a speech of 
noble eloquence, happy iilustration, and 
unanswerable logic. It is now nearly 
seven years since he presented the 
first bill on this subject, risking 
the fete of his ministry and the future of his 
party almost in the resolve to do justice to 
Ireland. The bill of 1886 was rejected through 
the defection of nearly one hundred mem- 
bers of the Liberal party, and the 
election which followed the appeal of the great 
Liberal leader to the constituencies resulted 
in thé overthrow of his ministry and a hostile 
electoral decision in Great Britain by an un- 
precedented majority. Nothing dismayed, 
Mr. Gladetone took up in opposition the great 
and noble task of educat.ng the masses of his 
countrymen to be just to Ireland. 

After more than six years of weary waiting. 
during which he lost no opportunity to prepare 
the English mind for Irish home rule, another 
appeal to the constituencies resulted in a ver- 
dict which placed Mr. Gladstone in power, 


3 majority. The adverse majority of 
211 in England alone in 1886 was reduced last 
July to 71, and it was entirely wiped out in the 
United Kingdom. In 1886 Mr. Gladstone con- 
tended that Ireland should be given self-gov- 
ernmentor perpetually coerced. The success- 
ful oppositiom of the day maintained other- 
wise. 

The Tory and dissentient Liberal leaders 
asserted that Ireland need not be given 
autonomy or be coerced perpetually to be suc- 
cessfully governed. They airily talked of 
many plans for the amelioration of the condi- 
tion of the people and predicted a satisfactory 
solution as the result of the application of 
these plans, which, though they fell entirely 
short in principle and in scope of self-govern- 
ment, were yet more ccmprehensive than 
any hitherto proposed for Ireland. Some of 
the schemes have been tried since the rejection 
of the first home rule measure and have failed 
utterly. Others were proposed and abandoned 
because the Tory parliamentary majority 
would not support them. Again En- 
gland through its government is con- 
fronted with the choice of granting autonomy 
to Ireland or embracing permanent coercion 
as a policy and rule of government. For the 
government, of the day Mr. Gladstone de- 
clares'in favor of atittonomy, and in doing 
so fortifies himself by the facts of Irish 
history and the popular verdict of the 
Irish mation. He points to the unanswerable 
argument thatthe Irish people by a four- 
fifths majority have declared in favor 
of self-government, while the British 
people do ‘net seem to be averse. He 
points out that the policy of the government 
of Ireland from London has failed utterly; 
that it is a history of broken promises, unequal 
and oppressive laws, and of the rule of the oli- 
garchic and tyrannous minority. Other meth. 
ods must be tried if the Irish people are to be 
content and if the connection with England 
is to be maintained without resort to standing 
armies, repression, State trials, and jury pack- 
ings. 

The new home rule bill as outlined by the 
great Englishman is simpler than that of 1886, 
and is far more favorable to Ireland. 
The bill of 1886 provided that Ire- 
land should contribute from $22,000,000 
te $25,000,000 to the imperial revenue. 
The new bill makes Ireland’s contribution 
about $12,000,000, and this is to consist of ex- 
cise duties on Irish goods collected in En- 
gland. The Irish members to the number of 
eighty are to be retained in the British Com- 
mons, but are to vote only on imperial 
questions, and not on questions affecting 
Great Britain only, This feature of the ques- 
tion abounds in “thorns and brambles,” as 
Mr. Giadstone declared, and he did not discuss 
all its details. 

The néw Irish Parliament is to consist of 
two bodies, both elective—a Legislative Coun- 
cil and a Legislative Assembly. The Legis- 
lative Council is to consist of forty-eight 
members elected from districts by persons 
rated at $100. The one-man-one-vote prin- 
ciple is to apply, however. The 
Legislative Assembly is to consist 
of 108 .members, elected from the 
present Irish constituencies. The hereditary 
principle is not recognized anywhere, and 
the Irish Parliament as it will be constituted 
may alter the methods of selecting members. 
In case of disagreement between the two 
chambers for a continuous period of two 
years on any subject the matter is to be re- 
ferred to a joiht assembly for decision by a 
majority vote. The Irish Parhament thus 
provided for will be a more popular and rep- 
reventative body than that proposed by the 
bill of 1886. 

The Viceroy of Ireland, according to the 
bill, is to be vested with all the functions of a

“DISCRIMINATION” IN MONEY. 
The advocates of free silver coinage delight 
to talk about silver as a metal which has been 


1 “discriminated against and discarded as 


money” by the nations of the world. On 
this line the Freeport Journal asked recently 
what would be the consequence if the prin- 
cipal nations should “demonetize gold and 


begging the question, and assuming that to be 
a parallel which utterly fails to become one 
even in theory. As a matter of fact about 
one-Half of the hard money in citculation in 
the world today is silver. Statistics show that 
the different banks and government treas- 
uries of the warld held at the close of last 
year about $1,000,000 in silver and $1,850,000 
in gold, but these figures are far from repre- 
senting the proportion of the two metals in 
actual circulation, as a glance at the facts in 
the most prominent instances wil! show. In 
round terms it may be stated that silver con- 
stitutes half the money in the United States, 
France, Holland, and Belgium. The money 
of Spain is mostly silver, and a great deal of 
the meta) circulates as money in all the other 
European countries, including England and 
Germany. ‘Throughout China, India, the 
Turkish Empire, Africa, S uth and Centrul 
America, and Mexico the staple money of the 
people is silver, and that in the West Indies 
is mostly silver. The sum total of silver in 
circulation as money amounts to four or four 
and a half billion dollars. 

Why, then, has silver fallen in commercial 
value within the last quarter of a century till 
it is now quoted as worth but one part in 
twenty-five, or 4 per cent of an equal weight 
of gold? Not because tne metal has been dis- 
carded, not even unjustly discriminated 
against in refuging to believe it is still worth 
one-sixteenth as much as an equal weight of 
gold, Manifestly the price has declined for 
the reason that silver is not worth more than 
it now sells for. Twenty five ounces of silver 
are worth but one ounce of gold, as measured 
by the labor required to obtain it from the 
bosom of mother earth, and that is the true 
measure and test of real values for other 
metals as well as those called precious, as for 
most if not all other things that are produced 
by buman labor. 

The Freeport Journal is therefore wholly in 
the wrong when it assumes that silver has been 
discriminated against and discarded as money 
in the world. What that paper really means 
to ask may be stated as follows: What would 
be the purchasing power of silver bullion, cost- 
ing only 40 cents an ounce to produce it, if all 
the gold in the world were demonetized and 
silver made the single standard of hard money 
throughout the world?” Undoubtedly such a 
monopoly of use for silver would cause an ad- 
vance in its purchasing power, and to the ex- 
tent that the demand exceeded the supply. But 
such a condition could only exist during the 
transition period in which the stimulus of 
price exceeding the cost of production eu- 
larged the supply to equality with the demand, 
or the excess over it which must come, as in 
ali. other cases, where each of many 
producers is anxious to make ail the profit he 
ean out of the artificial state of things. As 
that point was approached the power of silver 
to purchase labor, and staples that are pro- 
duced by labor, would steadily decline till it 
reached the equilibrium where a given quan- 
tity of labor was of no more value in produ- 
cing silver than if engaged in the production 
of other things widely needed for human con- 
sumption. 

That law has been obeyed by gold in all the 
countries which now use it as the standard of 
values. An ounce of the yellow metal will 
not now buy more than halt the amouat of 
labor for which it would have been accepted 
as full compensation fifty years ago. The 
same law is followed by silver in all the coun- 
tries in which it is the standard. The ounce 
of silver is substantially a medium of ex. 
change of the labor required to produce that 
quantity of silver for goods that have needed 
about the same amount of labor to produce 
them, the cost of transportation and handling 


the operation of which cannot be evaded ex- 
cept by the expedient of guaranteeing the re- 
demption of a limited amount of material in 
something else than it of greater value. Such 
‘a guarantee is impossible of execution where 
the amount is unlimited, as would be the case 
with silver under free coinage, and it must be 
difficult where the load nf responsibility ap- 
proaches the limit of endurance on tne part of 
the bearer, as is now the case with the silver 
dollar coinage of the United States. 


‘NO DISCRIMINATION AGAINST NEW YORK. 

It having been stated by two New Fork 
papers that the Director-General of the Ex- 
position and his assistants were discriminat- 
ing against their city and State im the allot- 
ment of space to exhibiters Tun UNE 
gave upa page yesterday to this subject and 
showed that those assertions were baseless. 
It appears that the total number of square 
feet which has been allotted to 8,000 exhibiters 
from the State and city is 413,34@ That does 
not show discriminatjon, eapecially when com- 
pared with the allotments made to exhibiters 
from other States. It is quite true that there 
are New-Yorkers to whom space has been re- 
fused, for the simple reason that they had 
nothing merit rious to show. IIlinoisans and 
persons from other States have met with the 
same just fate. 

Any person of ordinary intelligence onght 
to know that this talk about discriminating 
against New York was the veriest rubbish. 
For many reasons, which it is unnecessary to 
give, the managers of the Fair want to make it 
a great success, They would be out of their 
.senses, therefore, to try to keep away exhibit- 
ers from the great State of New York. On 
the contrary, enlightened selfishness bids those 
in charge of the Exposition do all they can to 
get the greatest number of fine exhibits from 
one of the chief centers of the manufacturing 
industries of the country. Nor is there any 
personal feeling on the part of any one which 
would interfere with that intelligent policy. 


‘It is true that New York and Chicago were 


rivals for the location of the Fair, and it is 
true that after this city was victorious some 


of the New York papers, especially the Sun, 
behaved badly. But Chicago,

» Allen’s term will expire. The Legislatures of 


the other States cannot sit beyond the first 
week of next month. The question may come 
up, therefore, whether vaeancies due to the 
failure of the re to elect can be 
filled by appoiutment of the Governor. Sup- 
posing a Legislature adjodrns either before 
or after March 4 without electing a Senator, 
shall the State have only one Senator to rep- 
resent it, or shall the Governor fill the va- 
cancy till the Legislature reassembles and 
acts? 

It is assumed generally that the Governor 
would appoint. The Senators themselves, 
however, are divided in opinion. The Con- 
stitution says that “if vacancies occur by 
resignation or otherwise during the recess of 


the Legislature” the Governor may appoint. 


Some Senators claim that or other- 
wise” applies to death or hopeless disa- 
bility, and does not warrant an ap- 
pointment by the Governor to fill a 
new, original term; that a Legislature 
knows perfectly well when one term ends and 
another begins; that it is its duty to see that 
the State is fully represented; and that if it 
deliberately fails to do its duty there is no 
way in which that omission can be made 
good, . 1 

Uther Senators say that the people of a 
State have a right to two representatives in 
the Senate; that it should not be in the power 
of their Legislature to deprive them cf a 
right guaranteed them by the Constitution, 


and that consequently the Governor should - 


have the power to fill the vacant seat till the 
Legislature came to its senses. ; 

This sensible view of the case probably will 
have many more friends now than it would 
have had at an earlier day when it would 
have been very generally agreed that if a 
State, as represented by its Legislature, did 
not choose to send a Senator, there was no 
way in which it could be made todoso, On 
the other hand, the Senate is much governed 
by precedent in these matters, and in the only 
case which has ever happened which some- 
what resembled what may occur in these 
Western States the sentiment of the Senate 
was evidently adverse to the power of the 
Governor. If it had not been that the Legis- 
lature in that case did not know that there was 
a Senator to be elected before it adjourned 
the Governor’s appointee would not have been 
seated. 

Politics generally has something to do with 
the settlement of these questions, but it may 
not in this imstance. Washington has a Re- 
publican Legislature and Governor. North 
Dakota has a Republican Legislature and 
Populist Governgr. Montana has a Demo- 
cratic Legislature and Republican Governor, 
Wyommg bas a Democratic-Populist Legisla- 
ture and a Democratic Governor. So if the 
Legislatures elected - there would be two Re- 
publicans chosen and two Democrats or Pop- 
ulists. Ifthe Governors appointed two Re- 
publicans and two Democrats or Populists 
would be selected. Politically it would make 
no difference how the question was decided. 

If Senators were elected by the people 
these perplexing questions would not arise. 
Democratic millionaires, owning a handful of 
legislators, would aot be able to create a dead- 
lock, as in Montana. Nor would it be neces- 
sary to appoint investigating committees, as 
has been done in several Legislatures this 
year, to find out whether corrupt means had 
beer employed to elect or defeat candidates. 


SUSPEND PURCHASES OF SILVER. 

The government is absolutely pleaged to 
keep all our various issues of money at abso- 
lute parity. The banks have combined to 
help the Treasury over a temporary emergen- 
ey. The feeling throughout the country is 
daily growing stronger that the government 
pledges must be kept. The vote in the House 
showed by how narrow a majority the silver 
party escaped defeat. The incoming adminis- 
tration is resolute against that party. 

These facts are cited in a New York dis- 
patch as sufficient to calm the fears of the nerv- 
ous with regard to the integrity of the currency 
but with the admission yet it is certain they 
will not.“ Probably not if nothing more be 
done, but the statement is encouragmg to 
those who hope the acknowledged gravity of 
the situation will cause a return to common 
sense methods in national finance. It is true 
that little time how remains for new legisla- 
tion by the present Congress, and it is more 
than probable that it is too late for it to vote 
to repeal the Sherman law. But. there is 
plenty of time for the passage of a resolution 
such as that preposed by McPherson of New 
Jersey, to suspend the monthly purchases of 
silver. That action could be taken m a few 
minutes if a sufficient number of Sepators 
and Congressmen could be brought to recog- 
nize the importance of agreeing to stop the 
further growth of the silver load till such time 
as the next Congress can act. 

The Constitution provides that the President 
of the United States shall from time to time 
give to the Congress information of the state 
of the Union, and recommend to their con- 
sideration such measures as he shall judge 
necessary and expeilient.”” Under this au- 
thority President Harrison would be justified 
in laying before Congress such of the facts in 
regard to silver as would show the grave 
danger of delay, and induce the passage of 
the resolution. to suspend the purchases of 
silver. It may be urged that this is his im- 
perative duty, but even with those who do 
not concede that point there can be no denial 


that the recently developed conditions war- 


rant such a submission of the facts. And if 
such a statement were made by him the mem- 


bers of both Houses who belong to the Re- 


publican party might feel obliged to vote for 
suspension of silver purchases, if not for re- 
peal of the law under which those purchases 
are made, Tho responsibility would then 
rest with the Democrats, whose leaders will 
have to face whatever embarrassments may 
arise to confront the government in conse- 
quence of refusal to stop a further accumula- 
tion af the burden which is already too large 
for safety. 

Such action by President Harrison would 
redound greatly to his credit. It would be in 
line with his previous declarations of a wish 
to keep every dollar as good as every other 
dollar, in purchasing power, and a graceful 
indication of desire to work for the best in- 
terests of the country and the success of its 
government though it is to be administered 
by other hands than his. And if Mr. Cleve 
land and his political associates are really in 
earnest in their utterances with regard to 
silver they could not but acknowledge such a 
message from President Harrison as markiag 
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Agent f? If so, and if the 5 per cent assess- 
ment which is to be made monthly until for- 
bid is to cover January, February, and 
March, the proceeds will be very large, Tney 
will amount to something over 1 per cent on 
the yearly pay of those despoiled. The Po- 
lice Department alone will contribute over 
$20,000, 

What is the Purchasing Agent going to do 
with the swag? To whom will he turn it over? 
To whom is he responsible for its safekeeping? 
It has been essumed that this forced gift is to 


be used for campaign purposes this spring. 


That may be the case, but there is no evidence 
of it. There is nothing to prevent its employ- 
mett for something else. There is no evidence 
that it is not to be used to secure the reélec- 
tion of pet tough Aldermen. No one really 
knows what is to be done with a fund which, 
if the collections are closely and sharply made, 
may foot up over $50,000. 

It it is said that this money is to be used for 
campaign purposes, then it would be interest- 
ing to know just how it isto be used. It can- 
not be spent for printing tickets, for hiring 
ticket peddlers, or ballot-box guards, Under 
the Australian ballot law such expenses ure 
not necessary. Is the money to be distributed 
among strikers and heelers who swarm around 
committee rooms prior to an election and sell 
their pretended influence for the highest price 
they can get? Are the clerks, policemen, and 
uther city officers to be robbed in order that 
these fellows may have a good time? 

Will the Purchasing Agent, this city officer 
to whom are to be handed the sums wrenched 
from city employés, tell what he is going to 
do with this cash? Those who are assessed 
are entitled to know that much. 


THE MOLONEY-GILL FIASCO. 
And now it appears that Attorney-General 


Moloney wants twenty-five thousand dollars

on, except that which he has secured, through 
their own boastful stupidity, against Mr. Ed 
Wilson and Mr. Pavey. So far as the ex- 
Treasurers, except Wilson, are concerned, 
Mr. Moloney has no evidence that they loaned 
out the money of the State or collected the 
interest thereon, The law presumes that they 
did not lend the money. That presumption 
will tell in favor of the Treasurers if the cases 
talked about by Moloney and Gill are ever 
orought to trial, 

The main purpose of the fuss-and-feathers 
prosecution seems to be to secure an appro- 
priation to pay the high-pmced lawyers who 
may ba engaged for the State. It is ridicu- 
lous to say that they are to be retained to as- 
sist Moloney. That person is a small bore 
lawyer. He would be lost in the trial of such 
acase. He may not be conscious of this, but 
none the less it is a fact. 

The proposition made in his behalf to get an 
appropriation indicates that his friends are 
aware of his shortcomings. But before the 
cases are tried it may dawn on those friends 
that a case cannot be made against the bonds- 
men of the ex-Treasurers. [he matter will 
doubtless be dropped after the appropriation: 
18 Spent, and thus $25,000 of the public money 
will be squandered for nothing. 

In the meantime the feasible and sensible 
plan of Seuator Bogardus, which is in entire 
accord with the recommendation of Gov. Alt- 
geld, to legislate so that future officers of the 
State shall receive only the salaries designated 
by law and that the acoretidhs on funds placed 
with them shall; be used for the public benefit, 
is likely to be lost sight of.

Is it a 
scheme to strangle necessary legislation while 
there 1s so much uproar about suits which it is 
not intended to prosecute toa finish?

Surrender,“ presented at the Schiller 
last night, is a loaf which was taken 
too soon from the oven of the imagination of Mr.

It is stripped of all 
military pomp, noise, smoke, and fighting, and

- sidered in Cabinet Meeting Today. 
Wasutrerox, D. C., Feb. 13,—([Special.]— 
President Harrison’s Hawaiian message will 
be an exhaustive document. It will be one of 
the notable state papers of his administra- 
tion. The Hawaiian Commissioners would 
be glad if it should go to Congress tomorrow, 
so that the steamer which leaves San Francis- 
co Wednesday afternoon could bear to Hono- 
lulu the President’s recommendations. They 
would also like to have. the annexation treaty 
transmitted to the Senate for the same rea- 
son. The President is fortifymg himself with 
facts and it may be that the Commissioners 
will be gratified. It is certain that the treaty 
will be in shape so that they can telegraph its 
main points to San Francisco Wedneeday, 
and they may be able to say that the protocols 
have been signed by the Secretary of State. 
Congress is ready for the President’s mes- 
sage and for the treaty. There is no doubt 
that two-thirds of the Senate will be for rati- 
fication. Whether any legislative action giv- 
ing the treaty effect can be had from the 


House this session is yet uncertain. The op- 


portunity, however, will be given each branch 
to show its position. 

There is opposition, and, as usual, when 
any great measure of foreign policy is up, it 
comes from the ranks of the Democrats. It 
would not perhaps be just to say that this op- 
position is based on partisan motives. But it 
happens that all the reactionary and un- 
progressive elements in Congress seem to be 
found in the Democratic ranks. Some of 
these members have been ling to assume 
that Minister Stevens was at fault in protect- 
mg American interests and they have not 
hesitated to condemn him for raising the 
American flag. On account of this hasty con- 
demnation 180 is desirable the whole situa- 
tion shall be laid befere Congress at the 
earliest moment. For this reason the 
m and the treaty of annexation ‘ire to 
go in this week.

If the views 
of Secretary Tracy and Secretary Foster are 
followed out, and they probably will te, the 
Cabinet will jndorse the action of Mr. Stevens 
in a formal letter of instructions ‘directing 
him to continue to give support to the provis- 
ional government in maintammg peace on 
the islands. 
A Protectorate Not Established. 

Concerning the point raised in some quar- 
ters that by the action of Minister Stevens the 
United States. is now in virtual control of 
Hawaii, and is therefore practically treating 
with itself in the matter of annexation, it may 
be authoritatively stated that the State De- 
partment does not regard Mr. Stevens’ course 
as establishing a protectorate in the full sense 
of the term. The officials. contend that the 
position the United States is placed in by 
the act of Mr. Stevens is simply that of assist- 
ing the provisional government in keeping 
peace until a permanent government can be 
established, and that it does not mean control 
of the islands or interference with the admin- 
istration of affairs by the provisional govern- 
ment in any way. In other words, it amounts 
to a temporary agreement to stand by the 
new n agreement that can be 

ra en at any time or be made more biud- 
ing by future action from this end of the line. 

Hawaii’s Commissioners put in a busy day.. 
With the exception of furnishnmg some sta- 
tistical information to the Department of 
State the visiting envoys had no communica- 
tion today with that department. A draft of 
their proposition, duly signed by all the mem- 
bers, is ready for submission the adminis- 
tration, and the commussion hopes to be able 
to send favorable reports of progress to the 
provisional government at Honolulu not later 
than Wednesday of this week. 

Since the official recognition by the United 
States of the commission diplomatic repre- 
sentatives of other nations have followed in 
the, wake of President Harrison and extended 
recognition.

TRIBES OF INDIANS GET THEIR MONEY. 


Some Freezing to Death—Clever Ruse of a 
Squaw with a Dog. 

Gyr um., Ok., Feb. 13.—During the last 
week the Kiowa, Comanche, and Apache In- 
dians have been receiving a payment of 888, 
000 pasture money from the government. The 
payment has been made at Anadarko, and 
a large majority of the three tribes have been 
encamped about that place all the week. 
Many of them suffered greatly durjng 
the extreme. cold weather which pre- 
vailed. An Apache boy aged 16 
and his 12-year-old sister started 
to walk fifty miles to secure their share 
of the money and were found frozen 
to death. Gamblers and whisky ped- 
dlers have been thick about the 
camp and few of the Indians retain 
their money more than a few hours. 
One Indian woman appeared with a child 
carefully wrapped up and demanded the pay- 
ment of its share. She would not un- 
cover its face, because she said the 
light would hurt its weak eyes; 
but after she had secured the money 
some mischievous clerk pulled aside the shawl 
and discovered that the weak visaged child 
was a small dog carefully wrapped in flannels.

At that time he 
had not heard of the American committee. 
He had drawn his salary of $4,000 a year as 
general agent of the company ever since 
through the bankmg-house of J. &. W. Selig- 
man. Hedid not know what agent of the 
canal company or what influence was brought 
to bear upon Secretary of the Navy Thom 
son to induce him to resign the Secretaryship 
and accept the Presidency of the American 
com pany.

SENATORS TO DECIDE. 


PUZZLING QUESTIONS FOR THE 
UPPEB BRANOH OF CONGRESS.

They Relate te the Contests Now in Prog- 
ress in Western States—If the Legisia- 
tures Fail to Reet Senators Can the 
Gevernors Fill Vacancies by Appoint- 
ment ?—Some of the Statesmen Say No, 
and in This Opinion Mr. Bisine at One 

Wasuryeros, D. C., Feb, 13.—[Specal.]— 
The situation of the United States Senatorial 
contests ia the Legislatures of the States of 
Washington, Wyoming, and Montana, and the 
strong i the present deadlock 
in those States will continue throughout the 
entire legislative session, are matters about 
which a good deal of interest has been mani- 
fested in this city, especially among Senators 
and officers of the Senate. Discussions among 
the latter, as to the probable effect of failure 
on the part of the Legislature of. either or all 
of those States to elect Senators for the terms 
beginning the 4th day of next month, have 
been productive of speculation as to whether 
or not such failure would in some measure 
tend to alter the political complexion of the 
United States Senate, either by reason of 
leavimg several seats unfilled or because of the 
character of appointments by the Governors 
ifthe latter should see fit to make appoint 
ments of Senators to fill vacancies so created. 

The question whether the Governor of a 
State would have the right to appoint a Sena- 
tor under the circumstances above mentioned, 
and also whether a person so appointed would 
be entitled to admission and be likely to be 
admitted to the Senate, have been lately in- 
formally discussed in the Senate Committee 
oa Privileges and Elections; and, although 
they remain open questions, there is a general 
sentiment that if a State Legislature, having 
the right to electa United States Senator, 
shail fail to perform that duty, it would be 
right for the Governor of the State to appoint 
a Senator to fill the vacant seat until the 
Legislature should at ite next session elect a 
Senator. and that Senator, so appointed, 
would be admitted to the Senate. 

One of the Senators from the West remarked 
today, however, that it would be only a deserv- 
ing rebuke to a State whose Lewisilature should 

rform so high a duty as that of 

United States Senator if the United 

States Senate should refuse under such cir- 

cumstances to admit an appointee of the Gov-

Views Held by Mr. Blaine. 

This is not by any means a unanimous opin- 
ion, for many of the Senators hold that should 
the Legislature of a State fail to perform its 
constitutional functions the State must accept 
the consequences. In one of the debates 
years ago Mr. Blaine declared that he did not 
beheve that under the circumstances—a par- 
allel ta which now exists in the State of Wash- 
ington—the Governor had power to appoint; 
and eight years ago, when Gen. Logan had 
sucti a hard fight for reélection before the Illi- 
nois Legislature, opinions to the same effect 
were secured from leading Senators.

The State of Arkansas was admitted into 
the Union in June, 1836. In October of that 
year the Legislature of that State elected Am- 
brose H. Sevier and William S. Fulton to be 
Senators of the United States. Un the allotment 
of the Arkaneas Senators to their respective 
classes, as required by the third section of the 
first article. of the Constitution, Mr. 
Sevier was placed in the class of 
Senators whose term of service expired 
March 1837. Legisla- 
ture of Arkansas had no opportunity to 
fill the vacancy, that body having ad- 
journed before the result of the al- 
lotment was known in that State. It 
was in fact, however, in session at the time 
this allotment was made, but, as before 
stated, the Legislature had adjourned before 
tne news of the resuit of the Senate’s action 
reached’ Arkansas, Jan. 17, 1837, the Gov- 
ernor of Arkansas appointed Mr. Sevier to 
fill the vacancy which would take place on the 
following 3d of March. At the special ses- 
sion of the Senate in March—simultaneously 
with the incoming of the Van Buren adminis- 
tration—the credentials of Mr. Sevier were 
referred to the Committee on Judiciary. The 
committee reported that as the time when 
Mr. Sevier was to go out of offiice was de- 
cided by lot, and as the Legislature, not being 
in session at the time the intelligence of this 
decision reached the State, coujd not supply 
thé vacancy, it came “ fairly within the provis- 
ion of the Constitution contained in the third 
section of the first article, which declares ‘ ana 
if vacancies happen by resignation or otner- 
we, etc., and the committee reported 
a resolution that the oath required by 
the Constitution be admunistered to him. 
This resolution passed and Mr. Sevier took 
his seat. Under these credentials Mr. Sevier 
heid the seat during the remainder of the spe- 
cial session, March 8 to 10; during the first 
session of the Twenty-fifth Congress, Sept. 4 
to Oct. 16; and from Dec. 4 to 13 of the second 
session, when he presented credentials of elec- 
tion (which had taken place Nov. 7) for the 
term onde March 3, 1343, and the bath was 
administe 


credentials of Mr. Sdvier’s appointment as a 
Senator by the Governor of Arkansas to fill 
the vacancy that would occur a few days later 
(the 4th of March, as above related) Senator 
Webster expressed his doubts as to the cuon- 
stitutionality of making an appointment, no 
vacancy having occurred. Mr. Fulton re- 
marked that he and his colleague were aware 
of this difficulty; but be (Mr. Fulton), sup- 
posing that it would be a matter for the next 
Senate to act upon, presented the credentials 
under that impression. 
Ruling of the Chair. 


The Chair said that it was not for the Sen- 
ate to consider the qualifications of Senators 
elected to the next Congress. That Congress 
must act upon this subject. 

Mr. Sevier stated that he had very great 
doubt of the legality of the appointment, and 
did not doubt the patriotic motives which in- 
fluenced the Senator from Massachusetts in 
expressing bimself as he had done. Mr. Sevier 
cared not how the matter should be decided 
one way or the other. 

Mr. Webster replied that he was sure the 

honorable Senator was very indifferent as to 
how the question might be decided, and would 
give him credit as to his motives in intimat- 
ing that there might be some irregularity in 
the proceeding. 
Mr. Sevier, in further brief remarks, er- 
pressed himself quite satisfied with the course 
pursued by the honorable Senator from Mas- 
sachusetts.

PREPARING A MONETARY REPORT. 


Delegates to the Brussels Conference Dis- 
cuss Important Fiscal Points. 

Wasnincros, D. C., Feb. 13.—-The United 
States delegates to the international moneta- 
ry conference spent today at the residence of 
Senator Allison discussing the points of their 
report to the President, There were present 
Senators Allison and Jones, Mr. H. Cannon 
of New York, Prof. E. Brown of Brown Uni- 
versity, J. B. McCreary, Representative from 
Kentucky; E. O. Leech, Director of the 
Mint, delegates; and Prof. Roland Faulkner 
of the University of Pennsylvania, Secretary. 
The report will state to the President that in 
the opinion of the delegates a much better 
feeling towards the objects sought to be ac- 
complished was manifested at the close 
of the Brussels conference than at its 
beginning. This was. shown, they say, by the 
fact that at first the delegation from this 
country received but scant attention, while at 
the end no delegation was more sought after. 
At first the foreign members of the confer- 
ence exp an unwillingness to engage in 
an academic discussion of the question, pre- 
ferring a practical one, but the delegates from 
this country advoca a presentation of 
principles underlying bimetallism, and with 
such success that the discussions took the form 
that they suggested and the matter was dis- 
cussed ia of its phases, theoretical and 
practical. 

The United States delegates hope for sub- 
. stantial results from the coming meeting at 
Paris, believing as they do that the foreign 
delegates will come to that meeting with 
specific instructions which will authorize them 
to come to some conclusion upon the subject. 
Instructions of this character were lacking at 
the conference at Brussels. Great Britain 
holds the key to the situation, and the change 
of opinion expressed by the delegates from 
that country, with the exception of Mr. Ber- 
trand Currie. gives the Uuited States dele- 
gates a substantial basis for the hope that at 
the meeting at Paris the attitude of Great 
Britain will not be unfriendly to silver.

INSURANCE NEWS. 


The New York Court of Appeals has af- 
firmed the judgment of H. E. Weed in his suit 
against the Fire Association of Philadelphia. 
This was an action brought to recover $1.000 on a 
policy of insurance issued by the company on a 
gtist mill at Sandy Hill, N. V., in which was some 
machinery on which the plaintiff had a mort- 
gaze. He alleged that the policy was taken out 
with the understand:ng that a loss should be pay- 
able to him as mortgagee, but that the provision 
was left out of the policy by mistake. The case 
turned on the question whether in the absence of 
any written agreement a mere oral understand- 
ing would bind the company. 


Copies of the resolutions in regard to kero- 
sene oil, recently passed by the Michigan Associa- 
tion of Fire Underwriters, were received yester- 
day by the Chicago underwriters. They come in 
the form of a circular letter signed by the asso- 
ciation’s President and Secretary. The many ac- 
cidents and cxplosions that have recently hap- 
— in Michigan, the resolutions say, are 

ie vod to be due to the use of an inf@rior grade of 
oil, which is found on the market as a result of 
lax inspection. On that account the Legislature 
of Michigan is requested to amend the law relat- 
ing to tests of kerosene oil. 


The committee appointed by the Chicago 
Underwriters’ Association to report on rates has 
decided in favor of increasing the rates on tailors’ 
“ floater" policies 50 per cent. This is the result 
of thé discovery that the tailoring business is car- 
ried on in localities and in buildings much more 
hazardous than was formerly thecase. Tailoring 
used to be done almost rer oma ings in dweilling- 
houses. . Now the work is done in business blocks 
and tenement aud sweat shops that are 
crowded with occupants and are therefore far 
less desirable risks. 


The fire losses of the week ending Friday, 
Feb. 10, as given by the Standard, still show im- 
provement over the week previous. Following 
are the figures: Total fires, $10.000 and over, 
. 089,000; total small firds, $260,000; total of all 
fires, $2,319,000; loss since Jan. 1, $19 329,000; av- 
erage loss per day. $483,237: estimated loss for the 
year at this ratio, $176,381,505. The total loss for 
the week preceding was $2,323.000 and the week 
before that $3,605.000. During the last week there 
were but four fires of over $100,000, 


Insurance rates in Peoria were advanced 
yesterday 20 per cent. on all classes of risks, The 
change results from the repeated heavy losses 
that have occurred during the last year. ihe new 
water system and improvements in the fire de- 
partmeut have had only a temporary effect. The 
increase in rates was precipitated by the fire at 
the Central railway powerhouse and the giucose 
mill recently, in which the companies lost $205,000. 


Advices from the various Stete capitals 
showed that valued policy bills have appeared in 
Alabama, Lilinois, South Dakota, California, and 
Tennessee, West Virginia has a bill to tax the 
companies 5 per cent of their gross receipts. Cali- 
fornia has an anti-compact bill under considera- 
tion and the New Jersey Legisiature has before it 
a non-forfeiture bill. 

The insurance companies’ statements filed 
in Maine show that in 1892 the percentages of 
losses paid to premiams received was aboht 66 
per cent. The gross premiums were $1,413,965 and 
the lossess paid $929,784. The total business writ- 
ten was $104, 250,000, about $8,000,000 more than in 
1891, and the. largest amount by far ever written 
in the State. 


Nisbett, the man who * to pass a 
forged check for $80,000 on the Royal Insurance 
cagnpany, has pleaded guilty to the charge in 
New York. Sturges. Nisbett’s accomplice, has 
also pleaded guilty, but his sentence, it s ex- 
pected, will be made light because he was to a 
certain extent a dupe. 

In an article m Tae Tarsoxe of Sunday 
giving a list of companies where expenditures ex- 
ceeded the receipts last year the National of 
Hartford was included. This is learned to be a 
mistake. Official figures of chat company show 
the income to be $2,151,067 and the disbursements 
$1,911,525. 

Five inspectors are shortly to be added to 
the inspection department of the Underwriters’ 
Association. as a result of a recent report ot the 
Committee on Inspection, 

There was comparatively little business done 
among the underwriters yesterday. Almost all 
the general insurance offices closed at noon.

Appropriations Recommended to the Sen- 
ate by the Committee, 
Wasuinerox, D. C., Feb. 13.—[Special.|— 
Chairman Allison and his associates on the 
Appropriations commitee have done well by 
the World's Fair. In the sundry civil bill, as 
reported to the Senate, they have incorporated 
provisions aggregating over $1,000,000. The 
items in detail are as follows: For complet- 
ing the government exhibit; $202,000; for 
completing the battleship model, $10,000; for 
the National Commission, $236,000, of which 
$98,000 goes to the lady managers, and of this 
$98,000 there is a provision for $10,000 to be 
used for a 25-cent souvenir coin.

LERY EXPLOSION NOT WANTED. 


Program of Bynum’s Committee Seems to 
Be Not to Secure Any Important Testi- 
mony~No Leading Questions Are Put 
to Greenhut, and the Gibson-Dewar In- 


cident Is Practically Overlooked—Little 
Effort Made to Get at the True Inward- 
ness of the Scheme to Increase the Tax. 

WASHINGTON, D. C.. Feb. 13.—| Special. ]— 
Nobody is gomg to be hurt by the whisky 
trust investigation. Mr. Bynum’s subcom- 
mittee this afternoon for a while skated on 
thin ice, but it managed not to find out any- 
thing new about the blowmgup of the Shu- 
feidt distillery in Chicago. It also kept from 
developing any lead which might show that 
there had been crookedness in the scheme to 
have the present Congress increase the whisky 
tax. There is nothing left now but to see how 
little the witnesses hereafter may know. 

President Greenhut was on the stand fora 
couple of hours this afternoon. Before he testi- 
fied his attorney, Mr. Stevens of Peoria, was per- 
mitted to submit a statement, which told the 
committee, in substance, what the scope of 
the investigation should be. Mr. Stevens’ 
statement was to the effect that the Distilters’ 
and Cattle-Feeders company was a corpora- 
tion organized in the State of Illinois and 
amenable to ite laws. He intimated that 
its business was no concern of Congress, 
and that its officers, in testifying, 
would be governed, in answering questions, by 
this view. Ite own business airs, he held, 
were matters for inquiry by the stockholders 
alone. Mr. Boatner of the committee rather 
tartly controverted the attorney’s statement 
of the scope of the investigation and powers of 
the committee of Congress. Mr. Stevens 
cluumed that the compan) did not come wigh- 
in the purview of Congressional authalty 
either through inter-State commerce or ot. 
wise, and dwelt at some length upon the I Hal 
character of the distillery company. r. 
Boatner told him that the committee had no 
intention of going outside its authority, but 
he thought that there was matter for Federal 
inquiry, and Mr. Stevens somewhat modified 
his position. 

A portion of the attorney’s statement re- 
lated to the testimony of Gauger Dewar. It 
went over the old ground, declaring that he 
had been discharged by the company, that 
Mr. Gibson, against whom he haa testified in 
the courts, discharged him, that Gibson 
was no longer connected with the company 
anyhow, and that the present company dis- 
claimed all responsibility for anything that 
may have happened between him and Dewar. 
He was asked then whether he admitted the 
truth of the statements which Dewar had 
made concerning Gibson, ahd replied that the 
company neither itted nor denied them. 
Gibson is not an @mployé of the company and 
the company had nothing to do with him or 
Dewar. 

Mr. Greenhut Tells His Story. 
President Greenhut on taking the stand was 
pretty nervous. When he found how accom- 
modating the investigating committee was he 
w easier in his manner, and by the time 
is testimony was finished he was in first-rate 
humor. Mr. Bynum questioned him about 
tne nature andorganization of the Distillers’ 
and Cattle-Feeders’ company. In answer he 
a the whole history of the organiza- 
tion... He said that it took in about thirty-two 
distilleries, but that since the combination the 
number had been reduced half. The com- 
pany was organized in the spring of 1890. It 
issued stuck to the stockholders of the various 
distilleries which weré taken in. At various 
points of the examination he fenced somewhat 
againstthe questions of Mr. Boatner, and 
could not be made to admit the present com- 
pany was a trust. He had heard of the sugar 
trust other trusts through the newspapers, 
but he did not really know of onein existence. 
The object, he explained, of the Distillers’ 
company was to prevent overproduction and 
to reduce the cost of pruduction, He thought 
this had been accomplished. — 

Mr. Greenhut said he did not believe that 
there was anything wrong or harwful in the 
blending processes by which white spirits were 
mixed with rye and other whiskies. He fur- 
ther expluimed that che c~mpany’s distilleries 
have no to do with the use of essences. 

Some curiosity was shown by members of 
the committee concerning the rebates issued 
by the compapy. Mr. Greenhut said this was 
a trade arrangement, and added light to what 
is al y known. He was not pressed on 
these points because Mr. Meyer, who manages 
that branch of the business, is to appear be- 
fore the committee tomorrow, and Chairman 
Bynum thought it would be just as well to 
leave this phase of the investigation till Meyer 
was put on the stand. 


A Narrow Escape, 


At one period of the inquiry it looked as 
though the committee might develop some- 
thing im spite of itself. Mr. Stockdale 
plumped a question at Mr. Greenhut about 
ex-Secreétary Gibson. He wanted to know if, 
after Gibson’s arrest, Mr. Greenhut and his 
associate officers had not passed resolutions 
eulogizing Gibson and expressing their confi- 
dencein him. I believe we did,“ said Mr. 
Greenhut. 

Afterward Chairman Bynum asked the wit- 
ness if he had read the testimony given by 
Dewar, at Dewar had been held in order that 
he might be cross-examined if Mr. Greenhut 
or his associates desired. Mr. Greenhut had 
seen something in the papers about what De- 
war had said. He thought it was about the 
same that had appeared in the Chicago papers 
some time ago. ‘'he whole thing seemed to 
weary Mr. Greenhut. It was an old story, 
and he did not show any eagerness to rake it 
up again, In answer to a question he said 
that Gibson had resigned as Secretary of the 
company because of his being under charges. 
This course was thought proper. None of the 
committee thought it worth while to ask 
President Greenhut if he knew what had 
since become of Gibson, whether the company 
or its agents have paid him his salary, pro- 
. for bis welfare, or in any way kept 
track of him. The pains which had been 
taken by Attorney Stevens to show that Gib- 
son had no present connection with the com- 
pany led some people to suppose that it might 
be fearful of his turning up as a witness. The 
committee, however, gave no sign that it be- 
lieved the Dewar-Gibson branch of the in- 
quiry was worth going into thoroughly. 

The committee did not probe very deeply 
into any effort to influence Congress to raise 
the tax. Mr. Greenhut was questioned about 
the course of the Distillers’ and Cattlefeeders’ 
company in raising the price during the last 
few months, He said that a speculative de- 
mand grew up about the time the Secretary 
of the Treasury recommended an increase in 
the whisky tax as a means for additional reve- 
nue, and that the introduction of the Scott 
bill, which increased the tax, soon followed. 
None of the committee thought to ask if Mr. 
Greenhut could give the dates when the in- 
creased demand began, so as to settle whether 
it had not started before there was any rec- 
ommendation from the Secretary of the 
Treasury or any bill introduced. . 


Wanted to Cheek Speculation. 


He insisted that the price had been raised 
for the sole purpose of checking this specu- 
lative demand on the part of dealers. He de- 
nied that when these raises were made any 
more than the usual number of rebate cer- 
tificates were outstanding. Mr. Boatner put 
a pointed question or two about the stock of 
the concern, and the difference Between the 
present company and the old whisky trust. 
He also wanted to know if, when the new 
company was organized, new officers could 
not have been chosen. Mr. Greenhut said 
there could have been, but were not. He 
also said that the officers were selected by the 
stockholders voting theirstock. He explained 
the process «of stock ‘transfer by indorsement, 
by which stock might change hands a good 
many times before there was any record of it 
on the transfer books of the company.
